Mngton and six men were captured by the Boers.

operations. 
They only tend to throw light, on the situation by proving that 


the Boers are actively following General Bnller's evtry move. From Field Mar- 
shal^ Lord Koterts at the Modder rlvur, where all eyes are turned, there is no 
nvord. 


MAFEKfofQ ALL EIGHT. 


A dispatch from Mafeking says the garrison there can hold out until June. 
General Buller's dispatch from Chievelcy, dated Monday, February 12th, says: 
'The commanding officer at Springfield reports this morning that a sciuadron' of 
thn First Dragoons moved to tha outpost lino covering the right flank and met a 
party or Boers near Fustcnberc:. 
The Boers, reaching the crest of a hill first, 
opened a heavy fire on tha squadron, Yi'lilch retired without supports, and the Boers 
retired."

prices to the public of what they mine. 
"Fourth—Elasticity must-be introduced 
nto our monetary system, BO that auy ono 
}y depositing1 Government bonds as se- 
curity and payiner a certain tax can at 
uiy time saeure an extra issue of tfreen- 
jaoks from the Government. 


"Fifth—Discriminations to favored ship- 
pers, which are eating out the very lii'e 
of business as we have hitherto known it, 
must be stopped, and that right speed- 
ily.- -

suffrages and pay his _ salary.

brief campaign of education will teach 
the people how vitally their interests are 
bound up in the fight against the re- 
morseless paper combine. If newspapers 
do not get the Legislative relief they ask 
for they will have no recourse but to do I r 
what overy business man would do in a j 
similiar situation—raise their advertising 
and subscription rates to a. figure pro- 
portionate to the exactions of the trust. 


Understanding thoroughly why they are 


ealled upon to pay»more lor their news- 
papers, .the people will not be slow to 
adopt the only effective remedy for the 
abuse. They will demand that their rep- 
resentatives in- Congress repeal the duty I 
on wood pulp, and their demand will be 
heeded—at least by .all the Congressmen 
who are not bent oh political suicide.
